This morning Squire Hill decided in 
favor of the defendant, M. K. Eckert 
in the suit of the Borough of Gettys­ 
burg against Mr. Eckert, on a charge 
of violation of the ordinance regard­ 
ing the erection of buildings of in­ 
flammable 
material 
and 
buildings 
having wooden roofs. 
The borough 
has five days in which to take an ap­ 
peal in case it desires to do so. 
The 
alleged violation by Mr. Eckert was 
in placing a shingle roof on his new 
Springs avenue house. 
The defense based its contention 
that the ordinance had not been vio­ 
lated on the fact that all of The house 
except the roof was of non-inflam­ 
mable material; arid further that the 
ordinance 
concerned 
the 
roofs 
of 
buildings 15 x 15 and less and did not 
concern the roofs on larger houses. 
Authority has also been found giv­ 
ing power to boroughs to enact ordin­ 
ances regulating the style of roofs on 
buildings and, it is argued, this im­ 
plies that if such materials are to be 
regulated they 
must be definitely 
specified in such ordinances. 
The decision is one of much impor­ 
tance to local people as other shingle 
roofs have been put on Gettysburg 
buildings since the passage of the or­ 
dinance involved and some citizens 
have already purchased shingles be­ 
fore they understood they could not 
be put on. 


Mrs. J. A. Lentz, of 244 Chambers­ 
burg street, and her son, Raymond, 
were slightly burned and the furnish­ 
ings of the kitchen of their home 
somewhat damaged in a fire caused 
by gasoline on Saturday afternoon. 
The clothing of both mother and son 
caught fire but they retained their 
composure and saved themselves from 
possibly fatal injury. 
The boy had a bottle of gasoline with 
which he intended to clean some of 
his clothing when he struck it against 
a piece of furniture and the bottom 
fell out, the gasoline dropping to the 
floor. 
Mrs. Lentz mopped up a large 
part of it w'ith a towel and placed it 
in a basin. 
When she thought that 
the liquid was about all cleaned up 
she lighted a match to make sure and 
the fumes, w’i'ih which the room had 
become 
thoroughly 
permeated, 
ex­ 
ploded. 
A threatening blaze followed. 
Mrs. 
Lentz's apron caught fire and started 
to blaze briskly but she quickly tore 
it from her. 
The boy picked up the 
basin in which the gasoline had been 
placed and this, too, caught fire ig­ 
niting a sweater he was wearing. Ile 
managed to get it off though he was 
slightly burned about the abdomen. 
B o th th e mother and the boy were 
burned about the hands. 
Mrs. Lentz turned on the water 
which was nearby and after a short 
but vigorous fight succeeded in put­ 
ting out the flames. 
Several chairs 
were burned, the wall papet and paint 
damaged and other minor damage 
done. 
The loss is about $-5, covered 
by insurance. 
An alarm was turned in when the 
fire first started and the company 
turneil out quickly causing quite a 
little flurry among Saturday after­ 
noon shoppers. They were told when 
they reached the Square that their 
services were not required and the ap­ 
paratus was returned.

Effective Storm Strip For 


Threshold of a Door. 


An effective method of keeping rain 
from beating in under a door is to 
equip the bottom edge of the door with 
a closing strip, as shown in the accom­ 
panying sketch, says Popular M echan­ 
ics. 
The strip will also prevent dust 
from entering. 
Tw o pieces of wood, as long ns tile 
door is wide and shaped as shown at 
A, are hinged together, and the upper 
strip is fastened with screws to Hie 
door. 
Tile lower strip s w in g s outward 
when tile door is opened because its 
upper part is the heavier. 
When, on 
the other hand, tile door is closed tho 
lower strip strikes a block, as shown 
at It, which is fastened to the door 
casing arid causes the strip to close

Captain Rushed of ll. M. > Brunswick

“ When tile Frenchmen heard of the 
challenge from les Anglaise* tie Salt­ 
ash** they shrugged their -boulders, 
tor they scarcely regarded it as se­ 
rious. 
And when th** \v»< non appear­ 
ed In their white frilled «ap* prinked 
out wit ti blue ribbons. in their short 
petticoats and white dresses, with blue 
neckerchiefs tied over the shoulders 
and crossed behind the tan k. they look­ 
ed puzzled. 
“'rile challenge of tho Englishwomen 
created a stir not only In Havre, but 
for mile* along the French coast and 
for many leagues inland too.

Those Between Hanover and Holland 
on the Rhine Are Unique. 
Many of the international boundary 
m arks display a sentim ental as well as 
a 
practical character. 
The fam ous 
“ Pillar of Farew ell.” which m arks the 
line between Russia and Siberia, has 
been celebrated 
in song and story. 
This boundary m ark stands between 
Ekaterinburg, in Russia, and Tlumen, 
in Siberia. It stands on the main road, 
along which thousands of exiles have 
passed. 
It is an obelisk of brick, six­ 
teen feet in height. 
On the w est side 
it bears in 
Russian characters the 
word 
‘Europe.” and on the east side 
the word “ Asia.” 
The boundary m arks along our north­ 
ern frontier, separating us from C an­ 
ada. are of a most practical s o r t 
For 
many hundreds of miles the St. L aw ­ 
rence river and the great lakes form 
the natural boundaries, but there is a 
vast stretch of prairie land Ireyond 
with 
no 
natural dem arcation. 
The 
boundary m arks here are pillars of 
iron and wood placed at intervals of 
one mile. 
They have been alternately 
supplied by the two governm ents aud 
may lie seen from the I^ake of the 
Woods to the Red river valley. 
Be­ 
yond th a t the m arks are mounds of 
earth and cairns of stone. 
The strangest of European frontier 
lines is that m arking the boundary be­ 
t w e e n H anover and Holland, w here it 
cro sses the Rhine. 
A row of [»ontoons 
lies a c r o s s th*, river, chained bow and
